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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a gas spring, classified in class 267. 

II. Claims 11-13, drawn to a fuel cell, classified in class 429, subclass 25. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the gas spring used in the fuel 
cell does not require the first and second membranes, means for sealing, first and 
second valve means. The subcombination has separate utility such as for opening and 
closing lids of devices. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Dennis Danella on August 5, 2005 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, 
claims 11-13. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
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Office action. Claims 1-10 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 



Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 11-13 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 10-15 of 
copending Application No. 10/388,129. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because 10/388,129 does not recite 
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means for sealing edges; however, in order to have a gas-filled chamber, the edges of 
the chamber must be sealed in order to retain the pressure within the chamber. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Simpkins et al. f U.S. Pat. Application Pub. 2003/0235723 A1 . 

Rejection of claims 11-13 drawn to a fuel cell. 

Simpkins et al., teach a fuel cell assembly comprising a fuel cell stack, a 
supporting structure, and a gas spring disposed with the assembly (abstract) between 
the stack and supporting structure (Fig. 3), the spring including a first and second 
membranes (sect. 0033), means for sealing edges of the membranes to define a closed 
chamber for capture of gas (sect. 0033), first and second valve means (apertures) for 
admitting and exhausting gas from chamber (sect. 0039). It teaches a solid oxide fuel 
cell (sect. 0025-0027). 

Thus, the claims are anticipated. 

8. Claims 1 1-13 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by copending Application No. 10/388,129 which has a common assignee 
and inventor with the instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing 
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date of the copending application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), if 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b) or patented. This provisional rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) is based upon a presumption of future publication or patenting of the 
copending application. This rejection is the same rejection as above (item 7). 

This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
copending application was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not 
the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 . This 
rejection may not be overcome by the filing of a terminal disclaimer. See In re Bartfeld, 
925 F.2d 1450, 17 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991).
